NEW DELHI, Jan. 20 (AP) ^ U.N. 
Secretary-Genial Kurt Waldheim said Sun- 
day that he and Iranian authorities worked 
out a “package solution" during Jiis recent 
visit to Tehran wfaidi may make the release of 
the U.S. embassy hostages possible. 

“We worked out a mediaiiism during my 
visit to Tehrao and hope that this m^^anigivi 
will make it possible to satisfy tiie govein- 
ment of Iran and lead to the release of the 
hostages," Waldheim told rqiorters at New 
Delhi aiipoit on arrival for a three-day offi- 
cial visit to India. 

Asked if the release Ae hostages could 
be exqiected soon, Waldhmm said; “It mil be 
a long process ... I am still personally involved

PEKING, Jan. 20 (Agencies) — The 
United States and rTiina have put more pre^ 
sure on the Soviet Union to withdraw from 
Afghanistan. Piesideat Carter Sunday asked 
the U!S. Olynqric Conmiittee to boycott the 
Moscow Ofympics this snmmer, or move 
them to anotiier dfy, if Moscow does not puU 
out witinn a month. 

Earlier, Peldng broke off its normalization 
talks with Moscow, calling them “iniqipr^ 
riat^* after ±e invastion. 

Carter, appearing <m the NBC network 
television program “Meet the Press," said it 
was “important tiiat die world realize the 
serionsnes^’ of the So^et move into 
Afghanistan.- He cited an OlynqHc boycott as 
a way ctf underscoring U.S. concerns. 

The president suggested Aat die Olympics 
could be moved to some other dty or can- 
celed entirely if the Soviet forces remain in 
A^anistan.

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IRS amends tax returns

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 — Several 
thousand Americans working overseas may 
be eligible to file amended tax retnms frv 
1978. 

This menage comes from the Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS) International Opoar 
tions in Washington, D.C. friiicfa 

monitors tax returns from overseas tax- 
payers. ■ 

The ueMy-released rules inteipFeting the 
Foreigp Earaed Income Act are retroactive 
for Ae 1978 tax year, which means thatmany 
overseas taxpayers who lived in “camp hous- 
ing’ during 1978 are eligible for more fsvor^ 
able treatment from the IRS. 

Some 150,000 Americans file returns from 
overseas, the IRS said, but they had no esti- 
mate on how marry o£ these would be eligible 
for a second look by the IRS on their tax 
returns. 

The form for filing an amended return is 
1040X, and IRS qioltesman said US. embas- 
sies and consulates in die Nfiddle East should 
have a suwly of the forms. 

The revised regulations outiming the taxar 
tion of Americans woridi^ overseas signific- 
' andybroadeathepreseatdeSnitioostrfsnb- 
standazd housing and remote area and for the 
first time offer Ac taqiayer some “safe har- 
*bon.” 

AH this rirz^y means that more Ameii cans 
will be eligible to take advantage of die dause 
in die 1^6 Foreign Rarn^H Income Act 
whidi allows tsuqpayeis wooing overseas and 
living in “camps^’ to daim a $ 20,000 tax 
exclusion. 

The Treasury Department's modified rules 
should make about 90 per cent of the Ameri- 
cans sriio live in overseas oonstniction camps 
ehgible for die $ 20,000 off-Ae -top exdii- 
sion, an industry qKdtesman cal- 

ling the changes a “notable uqnovement" 

But uhile giving the'Treasn^ Department 
hi^marksfOTdr£ixig“indierealistid’ regu- 
lations, the construction industry stiU finds 
die rules “less than satisfrtetors^ and plans to 
continue its campaign fo have Congress 
repeal the 1978 tax law.

Prince Saud held similar talks last week 
with his counterpart from Morocco, 
Muhammad Boucetta, Miose country b tiie 
current chairman of the Organization the 
Islamic Conference, and Mfo OIC ^cretary 
General Habib Oiatri. 

Chatti has also traveled to Morocco to dis- 
cuss the shoft-notioe arraogemeuts of the 
meeting with King Hassan. 

Despite a motirm for posqxmeinent from 
the Steadfastness Front countries (Syria, 
Iraq, Libya, Soufo Yemen and the PLO) 
Chatti tddAnANews that they are likely to 
attend the nw^ring.

JEODAH, Jan, 20 — The bluest con- 
stnictioD show to be ^ged izi the Middle 
East opened here Sunday, with over 560 
Saudi Arabian and foreign companies 
ejdubiting their wares. 

The ^ow is organized by Al-Harithy 
Company, in association with Fairs and 
Exhibitions Limited of Britain. 

Stand ^ace was sold out long before the 
opening, indicating the great importance 
attadi^ to the Saudi Arabian market by 
local and foreign companies, it may be the 
most active area of construction in the 
developing world today. 

For the Americans, this is the first interna- 
tionaJ fair io which American coaipanies are 
being subsidized by their government.

Saudi Arabia, Britain 
condemn intervention 

JEDDAH, Jan. 20 — Saudi Arabia and 
Britain are convinced that the Soviet inter- 
vention in Afghanistan was a grave threat to 
peace and stability in the region. 

British Ambassador James Craig says 
Foreign Affairs Minister Prince Saud AJ- 
Faisal and Lord Carrington agreed last week 
the Soviet action was tantamount to occupa- 
tion of an independent Islamic country. 

Speaking to Al BUad in an interview pub- 
lished Sunday Craig said the talks between 
the two ministers concentrated on the situa- 
tion in Afghanistan and bilateral relations. 

Meanwhile, Al Yom newspaper said that a 
forthcoffling tour of the Venezuelan Presi- 
dent of OPEC countries in the region will 
deal with matters of mutual interest, notably 
oil.

The 1981 
event i$ already planned for the same month 
in Jeddah. This is the third huddle East Con- 
struction Exhibition; the previous two, held 
in Dubai, are described by the oiganoers as 
“unprecedentedly succestful'’.

America has 
enough nuts 
without Iran

sopijier. But this month, as part of their 
escalaaog confrontatiba with die United 
the Iranians aanounced that they were 
Aiwng off cjqrans. 

American powers, were ready, even ever 
^ for reasons far removed from intema- 
tiooal politics. 

Mo^ as an unlikely result of the tax 
reform atf M 1969, the Sv Joaquin Valley of 
Califomia is blooming widi pistachio trees, 
just beginning to shower the red-shelled nuts 
on U.S. markets. 


Tax tmkenng in 1969 wiped out favorable 
fax treatment of citnis and almond groves 
and sent some growers scurrying for other 
shdters, indudix^ pistachio trees. The trees, 
planted in record numbers in the eariy 1970s, 
take seven to eight years to begin producing. 
Thus they are now maturing at a time when 
the Usimd States mi^t otiierwise face pis- 
tadiio starvation. 


CalifcKoia growers this year harvested an 
estimated 17.2 million pounds of the nuts, up 
Arikiagly from die 1978 harvest of 2.5 mil- 
lion and m<ve than half the average U.S. 
eonsumption according to U.S. Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) economists. 

“ Wtf re getting pretty close to meeting U .S. 
needs," said Guy Grenier, an economist with 
USDA's foreign agricultural service. “In two 
10 three years, we'U have setf-suffidency in 
production.*' 

Bady in the year Iranians exported large 
quantities of pistadiios here. “Since then, the 
rate has plummeted. After the hostages were 
taken on Kov. 4, U.S. lon^horemea refused 
to unload cargo, induding pistachios. 

The economic war against the U.S. reached 
the pistachio stage on Dec. 12, the day the 
r«hnM Times reported the export cutoff. 
Besides Iras, Turkey is the other major 
exporter of pistachios. 

*‘ We have enough nuts now, and by about 
1990 we should have doubled «diat Iran pro- 
dnoe," said Lockwood. An estimated 31,000 
aaes of pistachios are expected to pro^ce 
93 to 125 million pounds, she said. Iran's 
current average prc^ction is about 50 mil- 
lion pounds. 

Odifonua growers always expeaed to take 
over the U.S. market, but turmoil in Tran 


made their move more timely and ma y help 


open other markets, Lockwood said. 
“Because of the Iranian situation we've been 
tqiproadied by other countries. European 
countries, the Australiansand Japan are com- 
ing to us saying they can' t get anything from 



Iran. Because of that we're introducing the 
world to a better quality nac," said Lock- 
wood. 

California growers, a group dntmnat^ 
five large farm companies including a 
Superior CKl Co. subsidiaiy. gave credn to 
mechanization for the quality of their pi^ 
tachios. 

Pistachios come in a wet hull that must be 
removed within 24 hours or it stains the shells 
black and f^lotehy, said Lockwood. In Iran, 
where most of the harvea is dooe by hand, the 
nuts are dyed to cover up the uosi^tly 
splotches. American pistadtios, in contrast, 
axe shaken swifrly from the tree by a mechan- 
ical hand that drops them into a contrivance 
similar in appearance to an inverted 
umbrella. From there, they move onto a con- 


veyor belt to be shelled within six hoius and 
refrigerated. 

B^ore 1969, few growers had ibou^t 
mudi about pistadiios. Only a few trees had 
been raised on an experimental basis, using 
stodc from Iran, Turkey and Af^anistan. 
Besides the tax iqqieal, the boom was bols- 
tered by Agriculture Department reports In 
tile eariy l^Os that the trees were relatively 
resismnt to disease ax^ pests and by pis- 
tadiios’ potential as a profitable sped^ty 
o^. 

This year, with the crap oooung into its own, 
the growers retain a public relations firm to 
speak for them, and legislation is pending in 
the California legislature to create a commis- 
sion to assess pistadiio growers for research 
and marketing of their crop, along the lines of 
dtrus and avocado promotion. 


Our man on the spot

JEDDAH, He has alrrady drafted four 
typed pages of a hypothetical interview, so 
eager is be to help.

The 
only interruption is the padding footsteps of a 
servant bringing a glass of P^si. 

Kabbani readUy departs from the script, 
shaping his memories into soliloquies.

“Noways," he says with a thin smile, “I 
don'tlike to go downtown: too many cars, too 
many people rushing around maJdng 
money.” He remembers 1941, when tiiere 
were ten cars in Jeddah. 

“In Kansas, a father says, ‘I used to walk six 
miles to school every day through five feet of 
snow.' Here, I say, I used to get water for the 
family from three places; cisterns, wells, usu- 
ally brackish, and from the Jeddah con- 
denser. f remember carrying large tins of 
kerosene and gasoline ba^ to our house.” 

Somehow, it isn’t “count-your-blessings 
time.** He pulls at his memories until with a 
deft twist, the knot comes undone. His anec- 
dotes are not meant to be didactic, the/re 
just good stories. ^ 


As a boy, he knew the smalt, wailed town 
by the sea as well as he now knows the com- 
pound in Hamra. His father, one of Jeddah's 
only doctors, took his son everywhere, to the 
African village of Ruweis about eight 
kilometers from the city wails, to dinner with 
Sharif Hussein. Pleased at the nicety of the 
observation, he says, 1 have been to dinner 
with six kings," from Hussein, to his son. 
Sheikh Ati, to King Abdul Aziz, King Faisal, 
and King Khaled. 

He remembers when Jeddah panicked 
after the fall of Taif to the Ikhwan in 1925, 
people radog to the pori, the streets clogg^ 
with donkey earts, dust and fear. He remem- 
bers the three, single-engined planes trying to 
take off to defend the cit)- and the relief when 
it was all over and they were all still alive. 

Kabbani went on to become the first Saudi 
ever to eam a bachelor of sdence degree. 
After his graduation from an English univer- 
sity in 1941, he came home to work as the 
first Saudi mining engineer at the gold work- 
ing of Mahd Al-Dhabab, south of Medina, 
then the country’s only mine. After a short 
time with ihe government during the war as a 
statistician, he left for the Colorado School of 
Mines. 

Getting a doctorate from Colorado was as 
difficult then as now. “I remember a student 
ahead of me, straight A's, had been there four 
years, whose thesis was turned down because 
his studies proved his hypothesis was wrong. 
They told us we had to come up with some- 
thing positive. 1 said. If 1 had the brains to do 
that, I wouldn't be here. Fd be out making 
millions." 

After an extra year of study, he did come 
up with a something positive; the application 
of ^mpathetic detonation to mining whereby 
a series of barges are induced to from a diain 
reaction, saving time and money. He found 
that if the charges were placed no less than 
five feet apart and insulated by layers of 
coarse sand, the danger of premature explo- 
sions could be minimized.

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SUPERPOWER CHANGES 


An apprehensve worldt fearing radical changes in the modes of 
intematioanJ relations and a new scramble by the superpowers to 
stake their claims to new spheres of influence as well as consolidating 
their holds on ones already in hand, looks from the grim Brezhnev 
Doctrine which has been implemented on several occasions now to 
the yet declared Carter Doctrine, 

The develt^ments in Afghanistan, it is sow becoming clear, 
dramatic enough in themselves though they might be, are pointers to 
the face that the age of detente is nearing its end, that the pressure of 
events has at Iasi burst through the unstable structure of interlocking 
interests which stabilized die relations between the two superpowers 
up to now. The change will soon reflect itself on thepoUtical, military, 
geographical and economic levels, 

Tlie United States is preparing itself for the presideotiai elections, 
in whidi either a hew president is electedio the White House, or the 
same president reelected. In either case, die country’s foreign 
polides are expected to take new directions, especially where it 
concerns the problems of the Middle East, with all the repercusaons 
this will entail. 

A parallel change is expected in the Soviet Union, where the aging 
(and physicaily ailing) Brezhnev-Kosygin is nearing the end of its 
term, lliere is already strong peculation that -the invasion of 
Afghanistan was a sign that the reign of power is already slipping 
from their hands: and that the Kremlin hawks are at the moment 
making all the running. The coining conference of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union is expected to get the seal on this develop- 
ment. 

An earty test for the twn new lines k expected to he Yugoslavia, 
where the end of thcTito rc7i?tl will sec a revival of •Amencr'n-Soviel 
contention over the country. The grim joke going the rounds at the 
moment is whether Tito had his American or Russian leg amputated. 

Detente had also created an atmosphere in whidi the European 
powers, mainly France and the Feder^ Republic of Germany, were 
able to begin charting their own courses in international politics. The 
end of this phase will mean an increasing pressure on Aem to align 
themselves clearly with the American line. The reluctance shown by 
France and Germany to follow America's lead in its attempt to 
counteraa the Soviet expansion shows that they will not alter their 
polides Mthout a strug^e. And when they do so, the diance of a 
“ third force” able to mediate betu^eo the superpowers will be stifled 
for a long time. 

The most dangerous area of coofron tatioo for the superpowers will 
be the Middle East. But here, far from the Arab and Muslim coun- 
tries concerned preparing themselves for the added instabili^ this 
will cause, the d^er is of pliis into camps reflecting the East- West 
division. This trend seems to have started already, and it is expected 
to continue until the Egyptian-Israeli “peace process" finally col- 
lapses, or until the Americans finally abandon the Camp David 
approach, whose divisiveness and ucworkability have been more 
than amply demonstrated.

LONDON — 

World events like die Soviet interventioa in 
Afghanistan arc hard to measure without the pers- 
pective of history. In one light, the last three weeks 
is the latest round of the Great Came of the 
19tfa' century. In another it is remixuscent of 
Cze^oslovalda in 1968. In still another it seems a 
turning point- not a return to the Cold War by any 
sensible meaning of the term but perhaps the end of 
one period, if not yet dearly the beginning of a new 
one. 

It continues to look as if the Soviet interventioa 
was driven primarily by local considerations rooted 
in Russian preoccupation with borders. The Amin 
government clearly was failing, though apparently 
not on the verge of collapse. Moscow’s direct stakes 
bad been growing since the Taraki coup of April 
1 978 and Soviet leaders must have calculated that 
Aey eventually would be compelled to escalate 
their presence yet again. Sooner may have seemed 
better than later, and more troops rather than 
fewer, in an effort to control the situation quickly. 

Against these local considerations, the larger 
costs of znvasioo must have seemed bearable, espe- 
dally if it could be over soon. Moscow surely saw 
the prevailing mood in the United States, and in 
Europe only slightly less, and dedded that East- 
West relations were cooling in any case. In 
November, or earlier when plaiming for the inva- 
sion began, it was not as clear as it became later that 
SALTII was not gcHRg to be ratified in 1980. There 
is no need to speculate about Brezhnev's ^ling 
position to surmise that cautionary political 
argumeats about the risk of intervention would have 
been weakened by dreumstanoes. 

Ihere is one catch and one disquieting question 
assodated with this interpretation of Soviet action. 
The catch is whether they can pull it off. If large 
numbers of Soviet troops remain tied down in 
Afghanistan and the fighting continues, the political 
costs to them will riser. 

Hie disturbing question is why the Soviets acted 
DOW. Amin was failing but not about to fall. Mescow 
evidently dedded it needed a much larger measure, 
of control over Afghanistan, now. That su^csb 
interests beyond Afghanistan: not the beginning of 
a push for warm water ports; that is nonsense. Yet 
Moscow must at least want insurance — which usu- 
ally means over-insurance — against the unpredict- 
aUe effects of the next turn in Iran and, perhaps, a 
position from whidi to take advantage of any 
targets of opportunity that might arise. 

Wasbington'sproblemisthelackof appropriate 
responses. Pressures arising fiom American domes- 
tic politics and the 1980 election play role but a 
smaU one. So does any post- Vietnam reluctance to 
use military force. 

The lesson Soviet leaders should be taught is that 
(ntetventions such as Afghanistan are qastly: chat 
Implies trying to raise the costs they fece on the 
ground. Providing arms and aid to Af^an rebels 
would fUl the bill, but it would not be easy. Ameri- 
can aid could not — indeed should not — be kc^t 
secret, but it could only be provided through Pakis- 
tan. That would cany a great risk for Pakistan of 
being subjected to cross-border reprisals fram 
Soviet or Afghan troops. 

The American actions aimounced so ^ — cuiv 
tailments of grain sales, credits and exports of high 
tedinology items — hurt the Soviet Union, 
especially grain. But they are general and punitive, 
with little bite on the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

What is striking about Afghanistan, and sugges- 
tive of larger trends, is that both superpowers 
appear to have come to the same view of their 
relations. They both see Sovict-American detente 
as very thin indeed. 

That does not mean a return to the Cold War of 
the I9S0s. Aware of hnw far we have to go, we 
sometimes lorge: how far wc have come sices those 
dark days. East- West relations in Europe are mar- 
kedly more stable now than then. And if the super- 
powers have not worked out rules to govern ^eir 
global contest, they have at least come to crude 
rules of engagement. Both are cautious in oonfront- 
tiig eadi other, especially directly and with military 
force. 

Afghanistan may mark the death of the period of 
detente that began in the early 1 970s. If the super- 
powers are to move beyond crude rules of engage- 
ment, they will have to find now ways of doing so in 
a more and more chaotic world. And there is the 
danger, perceptible already in the instance of 
Af^anistan, that Europe and America will 
diverge. Europe retains concrete interests in Euro- 
pean detente that are much less visible to the 
U nited States. After fretting for several years about 
an America that seemed too weak in the face of the 
Soviet threat, Europeans may soon worry that 
America is too tough, too prone to emphasize milit- 
ary streiigth.— (OFNS) 
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The American dilemma in the Middle East

We are told that we can expect few wflling deci- 
sions from the United States government for 
another year. For tiiis is election year and even 
when the election result is known it will take many 
months, they say, before new imtiatives on foreign 
pol^can be ej^ected. Worse still, some tell us that 
during election year such decisions as are taken will 
be calculated to win votes at home rather than 
friends in the world. 

What a tragedy this will be for the world, and for 
America too. 

And nowhere is the giants temporary inq>oteace 
more apparent or more dangerous than in the Atfid- 
dle East. 

Just over 12 years ago the United States endorsed 
a unanimous international agreement on Middle 
East policy (United Nations Secuii^ Council 
Resolution 242) supported by the Soviet Union, 
Egypt, Jordan aiul tiien by SaudUi Arabia and Syria 
and Israel too, as well as by all the members of the 
Security Cc^dl. The Resolution had two principal 
purposes — “withdrawal of Isiadi forces from ter- 
ritories occupied in the recent conffidf* and “the 
right of every stat& In the area to live in peace within 
secure and recognized boundaries free from threats 
or acts of force”. Witiidrawal to seanrity. Those 
were the two essential aims. The pob'iy^ was dear, 
positive, balanced and internationally agreed. 

Now in facing the electiem year — the year df no 
new decisions — how sad to see that tire U.S. has 
shifted from the accepted unanimous policy of 12 
years ago — shifted not in words but in action. 

Now with the need to rally intematicHial support 
for tile release of the American hostages in Iran and 
to organize opposition to the Rossiaa invasion of 
Afghanistan, tiie U.S. finds itself in a folse poation 
on tiie international issue Miicii means most to the 
Arab and Muslim worid. The U.S. at this critical 
time increases its massive sui^ilfes of anns and 
money to Israel not to cany out the agreed aims of 
1967 but, on the contrary, to enable the present 
vveak Isr^li government to push ahead with the 
annexation of East Jerusalem and the colonizatioa 
of Arab lands on the West Bank and Gaza, apolicy 
cb'''iousiy 'likely to btfiame the world of Iriam 
agaiosc th? Wes:. Sure enough this is not the pur- 
pose of United Slates actions, but it is certainly the 
result of them. 

The New Year announcement from Washington 
is that another $ 200 million has been found to 
support Israel, that b in addition to the annual 
allotment of $ 1 ,78 S miilicm, plus die $ 2,200 millioa 
in Ameican loans to finance tiie Israeli nedqiloy^ 
meat from Sinai in the Negev under the Camp 
David peace treaty. 

This must be the largest grant of milhaiy and 
economic aid from one conntiy to another ever 
known. 

There is no doubt about the intentiems of the 
present Israeli government. Prime Mmister Begin 
pot hb signature to the Camp David document 
whidi started by stating support for the Security 
Couodl Resolution 242 “in ^ its part^’ but he at 
once made it dear that he challenged the basic 
pjindple of the Resolution regardiqg the “inadmis- 
riUlityofacquisitioaof tenitoryby waif' and he has 
not disguised his real intention to qnnex occupied 


Palestine territory. And it is this pnblkly declared 
Israeli policy which is now being pat into eStect with 
the hej^ of thousands of mipinny ai UB, ^Uais. 

The fact |dain for all to see is that the U.S. gov- 
ernment is in effect giving practical support to a 
government plec^ed to pursue polieies v^ch the 
U.S. government has publidy d^carecL 

Sorely this is an indefensible, indeed a humiliat- 
ing. positioo for the U-S. and one of frustration for 
everyone else, and it is this diat makes tiie year of no 

dedriOQ so alarming 

What is more the new addition allocation of $ 200 
million has not nearly satisfied Israeli riemands The 
new allocatioD has been dedared in Israel to be 
quite inadequate. So the U.S. is faced witii mount- 
atg Israeli demands for anus and money without 
satisfying the demand, and at the same time seeing 
its aims and money used for purposes Miidi the 
U.S. government itsdf opposes, purposes vriiich 
moreover cause tte strongest resentment and 
opposition thrmighout tibe Ai^ and Muslim world. 

So what can be done? 

Surely the action reciuired is a return to the policy 
a^eed by everyone in 1967 ^ withdrawal to sec- 
urity. There is notiung to i^event the U.S. gtnng 
bade to what it originally agreed and from whidi it 
has never publidy retreated. 

But the withdrawal from occupied territories 
must be genuine. 

True the secure and recognized boundaries bet- 
ween Israel and its Arab'nej^tixns stiff have to be 
defined <— preferabfy by a boundary commission. 
But what is not tolerable u for ferae! to go on 


flouting all worid c^rinion by pressing ahead with its 
present poli^ tk annexation. 

And if the U.S. government is unwilling to take a 
new initiative in dection year then it seems that 
Western Europe is in die best position to go bade to 
the Security Coundl with a new resolution, not 
altering the prin^les edited in 1967 but adding 
to them — xHdttig proviaons for implementation, 
induding a boimda^ commissioa, a timetable for 
Israeli withdrawal, a period (say two years) of 
United Nations trusteeship, Palestioiau elections 
and a final peace treaty between all concerned. 

The exact terms of this tiie second resolution 
would require intensive n^otiations with all con- 
cerned, the best place for diat being the Security 
Council where afl-coneexsed can be heard and par- 
tidpatein what should lead to full agreement on the 
second resohickm to supplement the Resolution cf 
1967. 

A year or two ago George Ball wrote an artide in 
Forefyft Afihhv called “ How to save Israel in spite of 
herself’. Perii^ he might write another on how 
the U.S. can be saved in spite of election year. 

Wbat we now need is an independent interna- 
tional initiative for a new resolutiw to be unanim- 
-ouslSce the^irst.- 

1 do not doubt that the American people wish to 
see a setdement in the Middle East wtai^ respects 
die rights oi Palestinians as well as Israeli, diat they 
stiff support the polity of withdrawal to security, 
diat th^ long for a lasting peace with Americau 
rqmtiiticm restored. 

Ibe urgent danger now is that these purposes will 
be lost by a disastrous delay..

An island of success

ABIDJAN. Felix Hoixphouet'B(ngny 
presides over one of West Afria’s most 
pro^eroos nations with a mixture of astute 
political maneuvering and stem paternalism 
that has made him one of Afiica’s most dur- 
able-leaders. 

. After 20 years in power, the 74-3rear-old 
pesideat of the Ivory Coast still ^lays 
inctependence of mind and almost l^endaiy 
' caotkm.Botiihaveservedhim.weninleading 
this fonner French colony. 

. Yet, as maiqp here are -quick to point opt, 
- Hoiq>houet-B(ngay remains a man 
. “Ite^ things very dose to hb vest,” an 
^rproadi that may account for poUtical sia- 
iwty in a nation with numerous trfl>al and 
etiu^ differences. 

Outride of two tribal uprisings in the 1960s 
tiiat the Frendi militaiy helped crush, a cou- 
ple of alleged military coup plots and some 
student unrest, the Ivory Coast has enjoyed 
almost two Meades <rf steady economic 
growth and political peace under 
Houphouet-Bdgny. 

“He has a consensus among tiie educated 
on his rule," said a Western source wkh long 
experience in Frano^hone Africa. “They 
are in baric agreement with the route he has 
taken and have a vested interested in keeping 
it tiiis way." 

Bom to a line of duefe of the Baoule peo 
pie, Houpbouet-Bo^y was four years old 
whra the Frendi captured his central Ivorian 
village of Yamonssoukro. The entire country 
was subjected in 1917. He went to a colonial 
school in Dakar, Senegal, and became a rural 
paramedic in l^S. 

As a health aide in the colonial service, 
Honphouet-Boigny travelled around the 
interior of the Ivory Coast and made contact 
widi the counti/s numerous ethnic groups, 
something rare for Africans under coloniri 
administration. It was an eiq>etience that 
would reap him many benefits when he set 
out to weld his country into a poUtical uniL 

In 1 940, after inheriting extensive tracts of 
land from a maternal nude, he became one of 
the tidiest coffee formers in the country. 
Four years later, Houphouet-Boigny 
emerged as the leader of the Afiican Agricul- 
tural Trade Union, an assodatioD formed to 
fight preferential trade poUdes for French 
c^ee planters and the practice of forced 
African labor on Frendi-owned plantations. 

In 19 relatively tranquil years, the Ivory 
Coast has progressed from a ba^water of 
France's colonial emire to become one of 
black Africa's premier exanq>Ies of prpqxsr- 
ity and stabiUw. 

In Africa, where many newly independent 
states have undergone destructive upheavals 
or had elected governments overthrown in 
bloody military coups, the Ivory Coast has 
survived the taut ethnic and tribal rivalries 
that have left other states in economic ruins. 

. . Hqupbouet-Boigny has run tiie country - 
through tight control over a pervasive, pater>= 
nalistic one-party system of government that 
embraces die country's 60 tribes, the trade

unions and university students — all potential 
sources of opiposition. 

Now, in line with a trend toward political 
liberalimtion in West Africa, Houphouet- 
Boi ^9 has announced that he will reform the 
structure of the Democratic Party of the 
Ivory Coast to allow more grass-roots par- 
ticipation in die country’s affrirs. . 

SUnce independence, all political candi- 
dates for the 120-men^r National Assem- 
bly and municipal offices have been diosen 
by. the party's 70*member Political Bureau, 
B donunat^ by Houphouet-Boigny. 

In the Dec. 7 h^ependoice day ^ech in 


which he ahnounced the reforms, the presi- 
dent struck a rare populist theme. The gener-. 
aHy conservative Houphouet-Boigny told 
thousands of Ivorians that the time had come 
to decentralize the party’s coutrol in the 
county. Ihe speedi's theme has generated 
excited qieculation among the country's 7.5 
million people. 

“ We have become a mature people," said 
Houphouet-BoigDy, “and the people should

be allowed to dioose democratically at all 
levels." 

The revamping of the party will take place 
by June and tra followed by national elections 
in foe Houphouet-Boigny said he wiU be 
a candidate for re-election. 

Honphouet-Boigny* s decision follows 
dosely the return of elected dvilian rule in 
two ndghboring countries, Ghana and 
Nigeria, in September and October. It is 
undear whether the well-publicized dianges 
bad any impact on foe Ivorian leader’s d^- 
sioo, but it is dear foe transitions did not go 
unnoticed here. 

"We have had a problem of national 
unity" said one of Houphouet-Boigny's 
dosest political assodates, Mathieu Ekra. 
"That is why foe party was given so mudi 
power and some people may have abused it, 

“But now, the idea of belonging to one 
nation has been achieved, so the tight con- 
trols can be loosened." 

Because it has one ai Africa's few snccess- 
ful ecopomies, foe Ivory Coast has attracted 
cheap African l;d>or from its neighbors and a 
large community of French dtizeos whose 
positions and hi^ salaries have caused some 
resentment here.- 

'As in many Third Worid countries, the 
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political and econonuc fortunes of foe Ivory 
Coast have been organized around one man 
and his philosophy of a mixed economy of 
state-run enterprises and capitalism. 

With cash crops of coffee and cocoa, foe 
Ivory Coast has enjoyed a dramatic average 
economic growth rate of 7 per cent annually, 
the hipest in black Africa. Its annual per 
CB|»ta income of $ 1,100, also the highest, is 
the most equitably distributed in all of Africa, 
according to the World Bank. 

Unlike a number of his neighbors, 
Houphouet-Boigny resisted the general 
post-independence rush to industrialize and 
concentrated his governments efforts on 
agriculturaJ growth. While his nei^bors 
□edging industrial efforts and econooues fal- 
tered, the Ivory Coast prospered. 

Almost 2 million Africans have flocked 
into foe Ivory Coast for low-paying work bn 
the coffee and cocoa plantations and in Abid- 
jan. Many have come from foe country's 
poorer neighbors, sudi as Ghana, Mali, 
Upper Volta, Niger and Guinea. Alfoongh

they cooqtete with some Ivorians for jobs 
their presence has not caused any major 
unrest udiUe the economy has remained rob- 
ust. 

One possible source of tension here is the 
presence of an estimated 60,000' French in 
Abidjan, many of whom work in executive 
positions in government and private industry.

• TOKYO,Jaa.20(R) — Three alleged 
Japanese spies gave the Soviet Union sec- 
rets on the nulitary situation in Oiina col- 
lected by Japan and the United Stat», 
police said. . 

After day-long quesdoning of the three 
men arrested in Japan's bi^est scan- 
dal since World War U police said the 
information passed to Soviet milhaiy 
attache Colonel Yuri Kozlov was largely 
about China. Some of the intelligence had 
been jdntly analysed by Japan and the 
U.S. 

A retired army general, who spedalized 
in intelligenoe, and two serving members 
of army intelligence units were arrested by 
police in a case wliidi Prime Minister 
Masayoshi Ohira described as "shocking 
to both Japan and the United States." 

As a residt of the inddent, police raided 
Japan self-defense force offices looldqg 
for evidence in the buigeoning spy scan- 
dal. 

Describing the inddent as an "unpre- 
cedented police raid on a governm en t 
office," Kyodo News Service said detec- 
tives searched the desks and lockers of the 
two officers, both en^loyees of the 
defense agents intelligence division. 
There was no report on nhat, if anything, 
was found. 

In addition to the raid, Ohira ordered 
strict measures to be taken to tighten sec- 
urity. Defense Agency Director-General 
Kenji Kubota imposed touj^ disc^line to 
reinforce secret in the army, and a spe- 
daJ committee is to be set ap to block 
further leaks. 

Kubota is due to meet Ohira on today, 
and political sources said tile defense diief 
may have to resign. 

Kozlov and his wife left for Moscow on 
a Soviet airliner a few hours after he was 


named by police. His embassy, which 
denied he was involved in the spy case, 
told the foreign ministry he left suddenly 
because his mother was critically ill. 

The embassy turned down a request for 
hiffl to submit to questionii^. daimiog 
diplomatic Immunity. 

Foreign ministry sources said the 
embas^ was told the coloneTs d^arture 
could be taken as an indication of his poss- 
ible involvement, and that he would not be 
penmtted to return to Japan. 

Ohira, spealdng by ^ephooe from 
Sydney to Chief . Cabinet Secretary 
Masayoshi Ito said the United States, 
Tokyo's partner in the Japan-U.S. Sec- 
urity Treaty, must have be^ shocked by 
the scandal. Ohira is on his way home 
from an offidal visit to Australia and New 
Zealand. 

The U.S. Embas^ said it was "sur- 
prised and alarmed" by the case, but 
reifosed fuiifaer conuiieni.

The 15- nation Western AUiancehas drawp 
up contingency plans in case internal strife 
there tempts the Kremlin to try to bring 
post-Tho Yugoslavia bade to the Soviet fold. 

But NATO officials carefully avoid 
dramatiang the situation, saying there is no 
sign diat Moscow is poi^ to intervene in 
Yugoslavia's internal affairs at tiie momeuL 

NATO btelligence officers say they have 
not detected Warsaw Pact tio(^ movements 
near Yugoslavia except for some routine 
maneuvera planned in Hungary’s Pecs area. 

NATO has refrained from issuing any sol- 
emn warning partly because Yu^slavia is 
outade the Adantic paefs boundaries and 
partly because it could give Moscow prop- 
aganda for a claim tiiat the West was ready to 
interfere in a non-aligned country. 

The officials say t^t, if such a wanting 
were to be given, it would come better from 
individual' Western governments and above 
aU the United States. 

NATO political and military leaders do not 
envisage a Soviet action in Yugoslavia to be 
taken in isolation.

They stress the serious danger to NATOs

He said Olympic oonstmetion has created 
housing and food shortages for ordinary Rns- 
sians. Dissidents have bi^ rounded up and 
face up to 10 years in jail in a crackdown on 
tiiose who mi^t disturb “the idyllic picture'* 
being created.

Grain embargo won’t cause Soviet suffering

MOSCOW, Jan. 20 (AP) — President 
Jimmy Carter’s embargo on pain sales to the 
Soviet Union, a dramatic i^tlve measure 
designed to shrink Soviet eonsumers' meat 
supplies, prababiy won' c hurt the Russians as 
much as toe administration had hoped. 

Some Western egrieulture spediUists here 
say the Soviets could be forced to cut meat 
pi^uedon this year by as much as 10 per cent 
for lack of fodder. They said toat in toe worst 
case, beef, pork and poultry ouqTui could foil 
from 153 million metric tou last year to 
about 13.77 million tons tois year. A metric 
ton is about 2,205 pounds. . 

But they say toe estlnute is baaed upon 
what toe Soviet agri^tural directon did in 
1976 after the 1975 crop failure, when only 
140.1 million metric tons of grrin were har- 
vested. 

The poor harvest last year, the wt»st ilnee 
1 975, was 179 million tons, nearly 40 ntiUien 
tons more. 

The wors^ease prediction alio foils to fully 
account for unknown Soviet grain reserves — 


whidi must be considerable after 1978*s 
record crop — 237 million tons. 

Western everts say toe Soviets obviously 
saved a considerable amount of that record, 
because meatproduedon in 1979— when toe 
record harvest hfrceme available to tiveatoek 
— was about the same as the year before. 

“Hie Soviet people will not oe hungiy, for 
toe U.S.S.R, putt Bride twice as much w^t 
for food as toe United States, satisfying toe 
population's requirements even in the years 
of toe poorest harvests," toe Soviet Novostl 
news BgenQT wrote last week. 

Soviet ecosomic planners also arc likely to 
turn to other sources for grain In^orts. 
Argentina and Braadl are showing rigns of not 
cooperating with Cartel's embitgo. Those 
countries indicate tow plan to sol suiplui 
grain in toe world market regarcOesi of which 
country wants to buy.

Khomeini asrees to amendment 



would give Sunnis equal status 


TEHRAN. Jaa. 20 tR) — Ayatollah 
iChomeini has approved plans to amend 
Iran's strict Islamic oonstiaition to allow the 
Sunni branch of Islam ^ual status with the 
country’s majority Shi'ite sect, state radio 
reported Sunday. 

The revolutionary leader's statement, say* 
ing he had no objection to such an amend* 
mem being submitted to a referendum, rep- 
resents a major concession to the Sunni 
groups whidt have been active in anti- 
government revolts in Iran's Kurdish. 
Baluchi and Turkoman regions. 

The Ayatollah's message was in reply to 
recommendations by former Foreign Miziis- 
ter brahira Yazdi. who has head^ spedal 
missions to several areas where clashes bet- 
ween Shf ites and Sunnis have occured. 

Yazdi proposed amending Article 12 of the 
constitution which states: ‘'The offidaJ relig- 
ion of Iran is Islam of the ShPite sect. This 
principle is eternal and unchangeable.” 

In reply. Khomeini wrote: “Amending this 
and some other articles which will be written 
in the form of aniamendment to the constitu- 
tion and approving such changes is in the 
sphere of authority of the nation and will be 
put to a referendum. 

“1 consider there to be no objection to this 
on ray part.” 

It was not clear what other articles of the 
constitution might be amended, but the vari- 
ous regional groups have also demanded gre- 
ater local self-rule. 

Yazdi reported to Khomeini after his trip 
to Sietan and Baluchistan, a predominantly 
Sunni province of southeast Iran, that local 
leaders w'anted .Artide 12 amended. 

Yazdi's letter said that the ruling 
revolutionary council had unanimously 
approved the proposals to amend the con- 
sticudon after Khomeini accepted his report. 

If approved at a referendum, the amend- 
ment would be by far the biggest concession 
made to the regions since last February's 


Islanuc revolution. 

Meanwhile, revolutionary authorities in 
Che north%vescem dty of Tabriz were holding 
25 air force men on charges of plottiqg a 
coup, the director of Tabriz jail said. 

Hassan Yazdani said the officers and 
NCO*s were arrested in connection with 
recent dashes in Tabriz between government 
supporters and militants of the opposition 
Moslem People's Republican Party ( MPRP). 

“Those arrested confessed to the charges, 
whidi indude providing arms and ammuni- 
tion to the MPRP.They promised they would 
stage a coup,” Yazdani said. 

He did not give details of how the alleged 
coup was to have been carried out. 

During the Tabriz clashes earlier this 

U.S, journalists 
departing Iran 

TEHRAN, Jan. 20 (R) — Only a few 
American journalists were left in Iran Sun- 
day. 

Almost all of the 86 stringers and press cor- 
respondeots were ordered to leave Friday for 
alleged biased reporting of the Islamic 
revolution. 

A bandfiil of resident journalists, mostly 
from the American news agencies, were 
allowed to stay for up to three weeks to finish 
up administrative affairs but they are forbid- 
den to send reports. 

Iran's ruling revolutionary coundl. diarg- 
ing that the Americans were obsessed with 
the occupation of the U.S. Embassy and the 
49 hostages held there by radical Muslim stu- 
dents, dedde on the expulsion last Monday. 

At Tehran's Mehrabad Airport, Iranians 
are no longer gawking at Americans struggl- 
ing through customs under mountains of 
equipment and Persum mgs and at the Inter- 
continental Hotel the French langu^e is tak- 
ing over. 


month at least 10 people were lolled and 
more than 100 wounded. After a revolutio- 
nary guard assault on the local MPRP head- 
quarters 1 1 of its militants were executed. 

The evening newspaper Kayhon quoted the 
head of the Tabriz Islamic tribunal, 
Ho/atoleslara Seyyed Hossen Mussavi, as 
saying 50 officers and NCO's at the air base 
had been involved in a plot. 

Up to 30 were still bong sought and all 
would be tried in a special court of army and 
religious judges, he was quoted as saying. An 
Islamic judge was going from the holy dty of 
Qom to diair the trials. 

Wall posters which went up around Tehxan 
University Saturday signed by a variety of 
far-left groups, said a number of retired air 
force o^icers had been involved in plotting a 
U.S.-based coup in ooonivanoe with mem- 
bers of the ruling revolutionary oouodl. 

It was not clear whether the posters were 
connected with the Tabriz arrests. 

l^tfa less than a week to go to the first 
round of the presidential elections, the major 
candidates were faced Saturd^ vritb tile 
threat of a boycott in Iran's ethnic border 
regioas. 

The threat stemmed from an order 
Khomeini barring the candidacy of those vriio 
bad not voted in favor of the new constitu- 
tion, which gives hun sweeping pcwera. 

The order effectively d^arred Ma^ud 
Rajavi, candidate of the radical Mujahedin 
guerrilla group, who had been can^mgning 
on a platform ot regional autonomy and 
equality between minoriQr Sunni Muslims 
and majority Shfites. 

He had already received the backing of 
Kurds, Turkomans and Baludiis, all of ubom 
are predominantly Orthodox Sunnis. 

A spokesman for the Kurdi^ spiribiai 
leader. Sheikh Ezzeddio Hosseini, said Sun- 
day; "At the moment there are no candidates 
with a program like Rajavfs. It means we 
won’t vote.”

Pentagon believes attack unlikely 

Soviet army said weak on Iranian border 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 20 (AP) — The 
Soviet army divisions facing Iran's northern 
frontier are well below war strength and 
would require several weeks to become ready 
lo attack, U.S. Pentagon sources have said. 

The sources said there are no signs of any 
call-up of Russian army reservists on a mass 
scale to prepare for any such attack into Iran 
or to take adv antage of any disarray in Yugos- 
'lavia in the event President Josip Broz Tito 
dies. 

U.S. defense officials report that about 13 
Soviet motorized rifle divisions in Che Ttans- 
Caucasus area along the northern Soviet- 
Iranian border total only about 50,000 to 
60,000 men. These officials, dedining to be 
identified publidy. described those divisions 
as in “a low mobilization status.” 

They estimated that these divisions would 
have to be built up to about three times their 
present strength and that this would take a 
number of weeks. 

Despite attention focused on two Soviet 
divisions operating in western Afghanistan 
some 120 k.m. from the Iranian border. 
Defense Department officials discount the 
likelihood of any major Russian assault from 
that direction. Instead, they say. the area to 
watch dosely for a possible threat to invade 
Iran is what they call the "natural

they have been aware for some time that the 
Russian-led Warsaw Pact armies would be 
conducting field maneuvers around this 
period and tiiat they are not ooncemed that 
such exercises, now in progress in Hungary 
and elsewhere in Eastern Europe, portend a 
possible offensive into Yugoslavia. 

Some U.S. offidals long have felt chat the 
Russians, still not forgiving Tito for keeping 
communist Yugoslavia on an independent 
course, might cry to take the country after his 
death. 

In Afghanistan, defense offidals said the 
intelligence the/ve received indicates that, 
as one offidal puts it, “The Soviets have their 
hands full.” 

They say the Afghan government army has 
wasted away to about 51,000 men, roughly 
half its strength before th& Soviet interven- 
tion last month, and that thousands have 
deserted to anti-Marxist rebels reported 
stubbornly resisting. 

Indications of some firefigbis between 
Soviet troops and Al^an government array 
troops they're supposed to support continue 
to reach Washington. 

Significantly, in the view of U.S. oulicary 
offidals, the Afghan army is mking a beating 
from the rebels *in northeast Afgha n i s ta n and 
there are indications the Soviets may have to 
commit as many as 4,000 to 5.0(H) troops 
against the rebels in that area. 

Up to now, the Rusaan army has serv^ 
primarily to occupy Af^an dties, to gain 
control of the country's meager road network 
and to support the Afghan government 


troops without getting into major combat 
with the rebels. 

On the rebel side, offidals, said, there does 
not yet appear to be any command ori^niza- 
tion that would confront tiie Russians and the 
Pro-Soviet leadership in Kabul with a 1(mg- 
term problem. 

According to Pentagon offidals, the Rus- 
sians may either bring in additional aoops 
beyond the 72,000 they now are estimated to 
have committed to Afghanistan, or attempt 
to wear down the guerrillas over a loog winter 
campaign, hoping the rebeb will become dis- 
couraged. 

Pentagon offidals still are puzzling over 
the presence of Soviet diemical wariare 
decontamination equipment seen vdth Rus- 
sian troops in Kabul, the capital dty. Most 
Russian army units indude sudi equipment, 
whidi.would be used to neutralize areas for 
Soviet troop penetration after diemical 
weapons had been used to destroy enemy 
troops. 

In Moscow, the offidal Soviet news agency 
Tass qualified as "nightmarish invmitioa” 
reports that the Soviet Union may be pre- 
pared to use diemical weapom in Afghanis- 
tan, 

ft has also been noted by U.S. intelligenoe 
that the Rusrians in Afi^anistao have 
brought with them a battlefield missile called 
Frog. Although they assume these missiifts 
have conventional high eiqilosive warheads, 
the Pentagon offidals note that the Frogs can 
also hurl chemical warheads. 
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Tito health report delayed; 
nation stages show of force 


BELGRADE, Jan. 20 (Agendes) — Offi- 
dals again delayed word Sunday on the con- 
dition of Yugoslav President Josip Bros 'Hto 
following an announcement that the 87- 
year-old leader required further surgery on 
his leg. 

The offidal Tanjug news agency said an 
advisory on Tito's conation was expeeted"at 
the same time as yesterday,” or around 6 p.m. 

A team of dght doctors announced Satur- 
day tiiat Tito needed a second operation to 
correct drculatoiy problems in his left leg. 

The annouttoement heightened specola- 
tion that Tito's leg might be amputated to 
prevent gangrene poisoning, which could he 
fatal. 

The doctors did not describe the new 
surgery or say «hen it might be performed, 
although there was speculation it might have 
been carried out Saturday mght. 

Despite the leg problem, the govenuneot 
insists Tito’s overall condition is good. He 
re mains at a hospital in the oortbem dQr of 
Ljubljana, where be underwent surgery a 
week ago. 

Satui^y's aanouocement was delayed 
some four hours after the usual time for med- 
ical bulletins on Tito's condition. 

The natioo put on a show of lacxeased 
mllitaxy vigilance Sunday. 

Anti-aircraft guns were set up overnight 
near Belgrade Airport and more police and 
militaiy vehldes were seen on the streets of 
the capital. 

Military vigilance was stepp^ up after a 
medical bulletin last night said toat Tito 
needed major surgery for the second rime in 
seven days. 

Yugostav sources said the operation, to 
save his life by amputating the leg, had 


already taken place. But this could not be 
official confirmed. 

About 12 anti-aircraft guns, manned 1^ 
about SO men. were installed overnight in 
positions deaily visible from the approach 
road to Belgrade Airport in fiat snow^ 
covered cbuntiyside. 

The 20-inillioo guns, with their barrels 
covered in white camouflage, were relatively 
unsophisticated models which could only be 
used against low-flying aircraft such as troop 
canieis. Western military e.xperts said. 

During the day. squadrons and individual 
fighters flew regular sorties hrom military air- 
fields near Belgrade. 

Security measures at the airport were 
streog;iheaed, but not con^'cuously. There 
were more pdice wiih sub-machine guns. 

"The object of all this seems to be to show 
the flag, to make it quite dear tiiat the Yugos- 
lav autiiorities are ready to deal with all cou- 
tingencies," said one Western dh>lomat. 

For more than a week, the 270,000-maa 
armed forces have been on a "state of vigU- 
anoe,” or lower form of alert, with leave ofto 
cancelled or restricted. 

Yugoslav officials generally discount 
Western reports that Yugoslavia might tece 
direct Soviet miiitary intervention ^ter tile 
death of Tito. ' 

Bat Yugoslavia, whidi broke with the 
Soviet bloc in 1948, has oeveitheless voiced 
deep conoem at the Soviet iaterveotion in 
A^anistan. 

It fears tiiat what happened in A^anistan 
could represent a precedent for pressures 
against this Balkan country of 22 millioD 
people, vritb its many ethnic groups and his- 
torical hatreds.

Kennedy, Carter square off 


DBS MOINES, Iowa, Jan. 20. (R) The 
first direct test between President Jimmy 
Carter and Senator Edward Kennedy in their 
canqiaign for the Democratic presidential 
Dominatioa takes place Monday in Iowa. 

An odd Jciiid of {toliteness pervades the two 
camps, with eadi ade publidy that 

toe other stands toe better chance of rictory. 

Aides of Kennedy say Carter, thanks to 
public support for his handling of the hostage 
crisis in 1^ and toe Soviet iotetvention in 
Afghanistan, should take about 55 per cent of 
the vote. 

But toe Presideaf s qiokesmen in toe state 
say they think toe Senator might win because 
of tite unique nature of toe Iowa caucuses 
which projected Carter into toe national 
limelig ht in 1976. 

The caucuses are meetings at grass-roots 
level in which reridenis of lowa's2,531 pre- 
cincts declare themselves for a presideotia] 
candidate or say tii^ are ancommitted. 
Normally only a bandfol of tiie state's 
$<^,000 Democrats attend these meetings 
and toe better-oigaoised candidtate can do 
well. 

The Republicans are also bolding pre iden- 
tical caucuses in Iowa Monday six men, 
isduding Ronald Reagan and George Bush, 
fighting for votes. 

Bebbd toe public pessimism of the Ken- 
nedy and Carter camps lies an elaborate 
efaa^e. Both sides are interested in playing 
down tiieir chances now so that victory or 
even defeat could taste sweeter later on, 

Bo^ sides are working furiously behind 
the scenes for victory in what has become a 
battle of the telephone. 

The Kennedy camp is calling all 500,000 
Democrats in the state and thousands of 
otoer people who have shown an interest in 
the Senator from Massadiusetts. 

lo'wa caucus rules allow any voter, from 
any party, to go to a precinct meeting pro- 
vided they will be 18 years old by the time the 
November presidential elections are held: 

The Presidenf s side is calling only Oemoc- 
raa who voted in the 1974 caucuses and 
those Democrats who vot^ in the 1978 Iowa 


primary for state ofifioes. 

These Democrats number about 140,000 
and toe Caner side concedes that on this 
score toe Kennedy camp is much better 
organized. Chrter rampaip mdes also dmm 
toat they have b^n severely handicapped by 
the failure of their man to caan»ign in the 
state. 

The President has said that be is too 
oooipied with the crises in Afghanistan and 
Iran to ramp aign but 40 members of his 
White House staff are in place across the state 
rii'rft rring his campaign. 

More fh^in 20 members of toe Senator's 
family have canvassed toe state. He has made 
appearances in about 50 Iowa cities and 
towns and, aooording to an aide, shaken the 
' hands of at least 15,000 potential voters.

Those who are generous with their — 
most often unsolicited — advice, 1 soon 
began to notice, were those who were fail- 
ures. The ad^e "Those who don't, 
teadi!” is more often than not true. • 
Beware of the all round wise councellor; - 
look at him carefully firsu see if there is 
cause to stop him with an unansweraUe . 
“Physidan, heal thyself !'* 

Failures, generally, fall into two lunds. 
There are those who are born to failure, 
qieodlng their lives hopelessly stranded at 
the bottom rung of the ladder, advising 
everyone else on toe best way to get to toe 
top. Then there are those who achieve 
their failure. They start at the top, say an 
inherited business or an abundance of 
natural gifts, and then fight their way 
downwards. 

This downward path is. for them, usu- 
ally ennobled as "experience.” They feel, 
having traversed it, they have secured the 
right to advise everyone eUe on what they 
should or shouldn't do. After all. they

Failure is to choose to 
become a pickpocket in a nudist camp: it is 
to marry your secretary and expect to go 
on dictating to her.

Bilbao bomb 
kills bar patrons 

BILBAO, Spain Jan. 20 ^AP) ^ At least 
three persons were kzUed arid 13 others suf- 
fered serious wounds when a bomb exploded 
early Sunday inside a bar at Baracaldo, ah 
industrial Basque town near this coital of the 
noitbern Vizcaya province, police said. 

No terrorist group daimed reqtonsibili^ 
for toe bombing but poUoe blamed the Bas- 
que separatist organization ETA for the 
explosion. 

Police said toe victims were an unidentified 
man about 75 years old, Manuel San- 
tacoloma, a 58-year^old worker and an 
unidentified woman. 

The bomltoig at the Aldama Bar resem- 
bled one in May 1979 in whidi eight persons 
were kiUed at a Madrid cafeteria. A Maixist- 
leaning gronp GRAPO daimed responsibi)- 
ify_£or that explosion. 

Meanwhile, two persons were sl^tly 
injured Saturday night when two bombs 
exploded in downtown Madrid, rinmaging the 
offices of four forei^ airlines — TWA, Brit- 
ish Airways, Swissair and Sabena,
